COURT A8 TO CORONER'S JURIS-
DICTION —COSTS IN CASES AT

The vogular session of the county court
for the August term opened yestevday.
County Judge Trenthard und Commis-
slopep John Frye werg presont,

The distriet attorney in view of the
various  drownings In  the Columbia
River wan requested to advise the court
as to the dutios of the county coroner
oittslde the Hmits of the connty und to
what extent bis Jurisdiction extends.
In the ense of the justice of the peace
at Seaslde precinet it appeared to the
court that cost of bHills in various cases
nre presented to the court for payment
and the court being of the opinion that
the costs shonll lmve been collected it
was ordered that bereafter unless more
diligence is sliown Ly the officers to pro-
Leet the county the costs in cases will
not be allowed by the county until it
Is compelled to pay them. Further, the
clork was directed to send a copy of the
order to the justice of the peace at Sea-
side. Ii appears thal no monies were
turned futo the county treasury and
the court presumed that no fines were
collectol

County Judge Trenchard reparted that
he personally examined the work done
on the Elk Creek road under contraet by
A. W. Duncan and found that it had
been done acconling to contract, He fur-
ther found that 15,000 feet remained to
Le completed to Elk Creek and that all

'LADIES OF ASTORIA WANT CITY

TO PROHIBIT USE OF RUBBER
BALL AND STRING DURING RE-
GATTA—SPREADS DISEASE.

As the Regatta and County Fair ap-
pronches a number of ladies in Astoria
are anxiously enquiring s to whether
the sty is going to allow the use of
rubber balls on the end of elastic, as on
former ocoasions. If this is going to be
toleruted they declare that they will
not stir out of doors,

The renson for this is that at the
Fourth of July celebration several peo-
ple were «iruck in the face by the rub-
ber balls, in some cases by full grown
men, and became vietims of a serious
skin disease,  After weeks suffering
and much Jdoctering, one lady managed
to recover (rom the skin disease. This
was not until it bad spread from a point
of her chin to her throat, face and neck,

This lady, who did not eare to give
her pume, was struek on the chin by a
rubber ball by & man. The missile made
n slight embrasure on the skin which
spread rappidly, and the physician in
attendance was positive that the skin
disease wps carried from the face of
some diseased person, who had heen
struck with the ball before it struck the
].hl_\'.

same nature, and the wvietim is a
voung girl, who was struck on the ear
by ong of the “playful” rubber balls.
Nhe bad not recovered from the contag-
fon carried by the ball, as yet, and it is
possible that it ma s hecome worse s
time goes hy.

It is & generally ynderstood ‘et that
there Is no pleasure in recviving a blow
in the face from a rubber bull, apd the
rr=on who enjoys this “playful” feature
of n welebration, generally keeps it up
until it ends in o fight. It is a custom
started by a few fiith rate pedidlers
laving no regulay means of existance,
and there is vet to be anything said in
favor of banging people in the face
with o rubber Lall,

Betause of the dangerous nature of
this prm-tin-, severn] ladies of the ety
are anxious that the city authorities
should prohibit the using of rubber balls
for (his purpose, or any other style of
missile with such injurious effects, It
is certain that the prohibition of the
practice would meet with favor from all
quarters, and it is hoped that the city,
will bake such action in the matter as it
